AT A CROSSING. 


A Pittsburg Locomotive Dashes Into a 
Freight Train and Wrecks Things. 


A pretty bad wreck occurred yester- 
day afternoon about 4 o'clock on the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago rail- 
road at Lima, Ohio. The accident hap- 
pened at the railroad crossing of the 
Lake Erie and Western. 


Passenger train No. 9 on the Pittsburg 
was coming west as a freight train on 
the Lake Erie and Western stood on the 
crossing, and the air brakes for some 
reason refusing to work, the passenger 
train dashed into the freight train and 
scattered two oars around in a promis- 
cuous manner. 


The Pittsburg locomotive was slightly 
damaged, but none of the train men on 
either road were injured.'

burg engine participating in the wreck 
was No. 200 and was one of the new 
class "Q" patterns which left the shops 
only a short time ago.

These words simply and solely aim to 
atone for a system of surreptitious rob- 
bery which exacts from the "plain peo- 
ple" the best fruits of their toU, by 
levying and collecting from them more 
money than the government needs or 
oan honestly spend. 


The plain young man who buys a $23 
suit of clothes, and gets $14 worth 
goods and $9 worth of production feels 
the tariff tax, does he not? 


The plain man who buys a $1 hat gets 
40 cents worth of hat and 60 cents worth 
of protection. 


The plain husband who buys a yard 
of Brussels carpet for $1 gets 4S cents 
worth of carpet and 65 cents worth 
protection. 


If the plain farmer buys $100 worth of 
implements he gets $55 worth of imple 
ments and $46 worth of tarifi. 


If the farmer buys $1 worth of salt he 
gets 64 cents worth of salt and 36 cents 
worth of protection. 


The plain woman who pays $9 for 
shawl, gets $6 worth of shawl and 
worth of protection. 


If she buys a dress for $18 she gets 
$12 worth of dress and $6 worth of pro- 
tection. 


If, however, she wants a pair of shoes, 
which formerly cost $4.60 to $5.50, she 
has only to pay $2.50 or $3.20, accord- 
ing to quality, because some of the 
*'protection" has been taken off hides 
from which the leather in the shoe 
made. 


If she pays 50 cents for an iron pot or 
pan she gets 30 cents in goods and 
cents' worth of protection. 


If she buys a clock for $3 she receivee 
$2 worth of clock and $1 worth of pro- 
tection. 


If she wants a sewing machine and 
pays $20 for for it, she gets $11 worth 
of sewing machine and |9 worth of pro- 
tection. 


If she pays $16 for a watch, $12 repre- 
sents the time piece; the other $4 goes 
to protection. 


If ehe boys a lamp for $1 there 
fifty cents in the lamp and forty-five 
cents in the protection. 


If she has to buy a range or stove for 
$25 she gets $17 in goods and $8 worth 
of protection. 


It she buys a doaen steel knives and 
forks for $3.60 she gets about $2 in 
knives and $1.60 in protection. 


If she buys a doaen glass tumblers 
for $1 she receives in glass fifty-five 
cents and forty-five cents in tariff. 


As General Harrison remarked yester 
day, take these questions to your fire- 
side. weigh them well and with your 
wife cipher out how protection in- 
creases your wages and how subtly 
these tariff taxes are laid on yon to make 
millionaires of the manufacturers and 
trust mongers.

It is found that, bet- 
sides gas, a ton of ordinary gas coaJ will 
neld 1,500 pounds of coke, twenty gal- 
lons of ammonia water, and 140 pounds 
of ooal tar. Now, destructive ^tUl»- 
tion of this amount of coal tar gives 
about seventy pounds of pitch, seven- 
teen pounds of creosote, fourteen pounds 
of heavy oils, about nine and a half 
pounds of naphtha yellow, six and one- 
third pounds of naphthaline, four and 
thi-ee-fourths pounds of naphthol, two 
and one-fourth pounds of alizarine, two 
and one-fourth pounds of solvent naph- 
tha, one and one-fifth pounds of aniline. 
seventy-nine hundreths of a pound of 
toludine, f(jrty-six hundreths of a pound 
of anthracine, and nine-tenths cf a pound 
of toluches—from the last-named sub- 
stance being obtained the new product, 
saccharine, 
said 
to be 230 times as 
sweet as the best cane sugar.—Nevo 
York Mail and Expresn.

Wedie one day replied to Toomba oi 
Oecnspa, aa^s the New York 
Commère 
dàl Advertiser, 
and to all appearance 
used language which would compel 
Toombs to challenge him. 
Several 
Aâends w«nt to Wade and begged him 
ID deaist, but the old man grew more 
end more violent, until Toombs indi- 
joated his intention of calling Wadetd 
eocoont for the language he was using,' 
when Wade quietly sat down, seemingly' 
4taving accomplished his object. 
The 
Southern men looked at each other ini 
trarprise, and it 
was manifest toaU 
•that Waie had deliberately sov^ht a 
iqnarrel with Toombs. 
That night ai 
{friend of the Southern Senator called on; 
'Mr. Wade to know if he would retract 
the offensive words he had used. 


"No, I won't take back a word," was 
Wade's emphatic reply. 


"Then," 
said the 
friend of 
Mr, 
Toombs, "it wiU be necessary for Sen 
ator Toombs to challenge you to mort^ 
oombat." 
' "That is just what I want, and WF 
might have got to the point without a)> 
this palaver," said Wade. 


"You surely cannot be in earnest, Mr. 
Wade," said the Southerner.^ 


"Wliy, of oourse I am. You see, sir, 
we Northern men don't like to fight. 
Now, I am opposed to the code, and so 
are my constituents; but you fellows 
have broken Sumne:^s head, and we 
must spunk up a little or you AVTII break 
all our heads. 
The shortest way to end 
the matter is to kill off a few of you, 
and I have picked up old Toombs as my 
man; he will have to challenge me. 
Then of oourse, I will Hâve the choice 
of weapons, and I will take my old 
rifle, and 
me if I don't bring him 


down at the first crack. " 


'VHien Toombs heard of what Wade 
said he replied: "I can't challenge him; 
if I do, he will kill me." 
It appears 
that Toombs and Wade had been out 
together shooting with a rifle several 
times, and, while Toombs could shoot 
well with a pistol, he was a poor rifle- 
shot. 
Wade Avas an old hunter and at 
a distance of a hundred yards could hit 
a dollar every shot. 


Mr. Wade aftérward said 
to the 
writer: 
"If old 
Toombs had 
chal' 
lenged me that time, as I expected he 
would, I would havy made him put a 
patch on his coat the size of a dollar 
over his heart, and the old fellow would 
have got demoralized when he saw me 
draAving a bead on it, and missed me, 
while 
me it' I wouldn't have cut the 


patch !" 
Not oii]_\- did Toombs refuse to 
challenge Wado, but no Southern mem- 
ber could ever be induced to send him 
a challenge, no matter what he might 
say. 


The Southern men, having tried in 
vain to head off Mr. Wade, appealed to 
the Northern allies to help them. 
One 
day Mr. Douglas rose in his seat ind in- 
terrupted Mr. Wade, who was speaking. 
Instantly the chamber became silent as 
death, and all eves were turned in the 
direction of the two standing Senators. 
Every one expected to see Wade demolì 
ished in a moment by the great Illinois 
Senator.

Mr. Wade (interrupting Douglas, and 
pointing t<i him, with scorn marked on 
every lineament of his face)—Your code 
of morals ! Your morals ! My God, I 
hope BO, sir ! 


The giant was hit in the forehead,and 
after standing for a moment, with his 
face red as scarlet, droi)ped silently into 
his seat, while I ^ . 
Wade proceeded 
with liis speech as though nothing had 
occurred. 


The Indians or Ecuador. 


While the Indians are under the rtdo 
of the priests, and have accepted the 
Catholic religion, three hundred and 
fifty years of submission has not entirely 
divorced them from the ancient rites 
they practiced under the pre-historic 
civÙization. 
Several times a year they 
have feasts or celebrations to commemo- 
rate some event in the luca history.

The Indianapolis JVetff .Secord printa 
portraita of the GathoUc Library, St. 
Vincent orphanage and the St Joe hos- 
pital. in this city. 
It says of Fort Wayne: 
Fort Wayne is perhaps the newest 
and brightest dty in appearance of any 
in the atate. This is true, regardless of 
any cmnparison or contrast that may 
suggest itself as to relative antiquity. 
Though one of the three spots in Indi- 
ana on which the pide-face first decided 
to build, there is no remnant of antiq- 
uity left but on every side are indica- 
tions of its being a moderaly built city. 
Whole blocks are as fresh in appearance 
as if built but recently, and a number of 
new Btractures now being built sanc- 
tions this surmise. The many magnifi- 
churches of different denomina- 
tns all wear about them this air of 
newness and no where is one of an an- 
tiquated pattern to be seen. 


Were one not wishing to puzzle the 
Sqnick-witted school-boy who will soon 
be off to his books, insensible of vaca- 
tion having passed, he might say Fort 
Wayne is located at the head of the 
Taumee, and yet nofi at its source. 
In 
sense this is true, as at this point the 
St Mary's and the St Joseph's unite 
their waters and hence on to Lake Erie 
are known as the Maumee. 
By a 
stretch of metaphor we might say that 
similarly the stream of French from 
the Canadian colonies and of English 
from the British colonies met and min- 
gled here to form the sturdier American 
stream of the earlier years of the present 
Fort Wayne. 


When the French began the plan 
of erecting a line of forts from Canada 
to Louisiana for the purpose of holding 
the vast western region to which they 
were entitled by right of priority, they 
having been the first to discover and 
explore it, they selected Fort Wa]rne, 
^incennes and Ountanon, near Lafay- 
«te, as points at which forts should be 
built 
It is usually said that the fort 
here and the one at Yincennes were 
built the same year (1705) and by the 
same man, (Sauter Yincennes, of the 
French army) under the direction of the 
govemor of Canada. 


But the French do not deserve all 
credit for selecting this as a favorable 
location, for the Miami 
Indians, a 
branch of the great Algonquin Nation, 
had here their capital for an unknown 
period preceding 


The diocese of Fort Wayne was or- 
ganized in 1858 and Rt. Bev. Bishop 
Luera was first bishop. It prospered 
under his administration, which lasted 
twelve years, he having died in 1871, 
but has grown much more rapidly and 
substantially under the direction of the 
present Rt. Bev. Bishop, who was con- 
secrated bishop the year following the 
death of Bishop Luers. There are in 
the 
diocese at 
present about 
142 
churches, 108 priests, sixty schools, and 
8,000 pupils in these schools. The in- 
stitutions under the management of the 
various orders are known to your read' 
ers. The diocesan school beard has 
been increasing the efficiency of the 
parochial schools for some years past 
and is still devoting much thought and 
labor to this very valuable work. Yery 
Rev. J. H. Brammer is the vicar-general 
of the diocese and Rev. John F. Lang is 
chancellor and secretary. 


In the centre of one of the most fa- 
vorably situated squares in the city 
stands the stately two-spired cathedral, 
fronting on Calnoun street 
It stands 
seme distance back from the street, 
leaving a wide-paved entrance in front 
On either side is a smoothly-mowed 
grass plot 
The verdant space un the 
hionth intervenes between the Cathedral 
and the Library hall, which occapies 
the southwest corner of the ijqaare, and 
on the other side the same space lies be 
tween the Cathedral and St. Augustine's 
Academy, which is on the nortbweet 
comer. Tbese three magnificent build- 
ings, all on one square and fronting on 
the chief street of the city (Calhoun) 
^present an appearance which it* not 
equalled, at least, in any other city in 
this state, 
But on the same block are 
other buildings. Just in the rear of tne 
Cathedral and fronting on the other 
street is the modest residence of the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop and north of it. fronting 
on the same street, are the Brothers' 
residence and the Cathedral 
school 
building in which they teach, 
thus 
making six buildings all on the same 
block. 


The Cathedral school for boys is con- 
ducted by the Brothers of the Holy 
Cross from Notre Dame university. 
The attendance is nsnallv very good, 
numbering nearly 400. 
In it a regular 
commercial course is taught as are all 
the common and high school branches. 


The Sisters of Providence have charge 
of the girls and their attendance is even 
larger than that of the boys' school. 


Both schools draw students who ad- 
vance beyond a certain grade from the 
other parish schools of the city, and 
thus afford a sort of central high school 
which is a great desideratum in the 
many towns and cities where the public 
school is the final resort for those of the 
Catholic papils who may wish to ad- 
vsmce to a high grade. 
Thus the pub 
lie schools often get credit for men who 
received their fundamental and really 
important instruction in our parochi^ 
schools. 


A branch school is now being organ- 
ized on Fairfield avenue, by Rev. T. M. 
O'Leary of the Cathedral 
This is for 
the accommodation of children iu that 
growing part of the city, who find it too 
'^ar to attend at the Cathedral.

'and one-fonrth pounds of solvent naph- 
tha, one and one-nfth pounds of aniline, 
seventy-nine hundreths of a pound of 
toludine, forty-six hundrcths of a pound 
of anthracine, and nine-tenths ef a pound 
of toluenes—from the last-named sub- 
stance being obtained the new product, 
saccharine, said to be 230 times as 
sweet as the best cano sngar.—New 
fork Mail and Exjiresu.

Bishop and north of it. fronting 
on the same street, an the Brothers' 
residence and the Cathedral school 
building In which they teach, thus 
making six buildings all on the as 
block, 


The Cathedral school for boys fa con- 


ducted by the Brothers of the Holy 
Cross from Notre Dame university. 
The attendance fa usually very good, 
numbering nearly 400. 
In it a regular 


commercial course is taught as are all 
the common and high school branches. 


The Sisters of Providence have charge 


of the girls and their attendance IB even 
larger than that of the boys' school 


Both schools draw atndents who ad- 


vance beyond a certain grade from the 
other parish schools of the oity, and 
thus afford a sort of central Ugh school 
which is a great desideratum in the 
many towns and cities where the public 
school is the final resort for those of the 
Catholic pupils who may wish to ad- 
vance ton high grade. 
Thus the pub 


lie schools often get credit for men who 
received their fundamental and really 
Important instruction in our parochial 
schools.
